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The following' Devotions, available at various services in connec- 
tion with the Blessed Sacrament of the Altar, have been gathered 
from Various sources with a view to immediate usefulness rather than 
scholarly research. The English text follows the Book of Common 
Prayer, the Hymnal, and the Ceremonial of the Community of S. Mary. 
The sources of the music are as follows.

At a special service of Adoration of the Blessed Sacrament, any of 
the Devotions may be sung* at will, followed by Tantum Ergo and the 
Versicles and Collect on page 15; after which one of the Antiphons 
may be sung with Psalm 117. Alleluia should be added to the Anti- 
phons only in Paschal-tide and during the Octave of Corpus Christi. 
They may be appropriately sung during the ablution after Mass. Many 
of the Devotions are suitable for use at the Communion. 

At Processions of the Blessed Sacrament, Pange Lingua should be 
sung first, followed by Sacris Solemnis and Verbum Supernum. 
Should these not suffice, any of the anthems may follow.
